Lumumba's Brief Congo Rule 
Marked by Constant Strife

Patrice Lumumba was embroil­ 
ed in controversy from the mom­ 
ent he took over as the Congo’s 
first premier. His brief rule was 
marked by turmoil and its long 
aftermath exasperated statesmen 
from Washington to Moscow. Even 
in jail his brilliantly sputtering 
political star was a 
force that 
could not be ignored. 
Lumumba fought th© Belgians 
who freed the country, challenged 
United Nations forces after invit­ 
ing them into the Congo to help 
restore order, and waged a run­ 
ning squabble with tribal leaders 
in hopes of welding the Cong’s 
feuding tribes into a single na­ 
tion. Opponents said this was a 
worthy goal but impossible in the 
backward Congo now. 
Lumumba’s flirtations with the 
Soviet Union led his political op­ 
ponents to call him a communist. 
Others charged him with fascist 
rule for insisting on a strong cen­ 
tral government. 
But Lumumba called himself a 
neutralist and a nationalist desir­ 
ing only to united the 13 million 
Congolese.

Veterans Preference Upheld 
RlJSSid 


By Court on Federal Jobs 


CINCINNATI (AP) — The U.S. 
Sixth D istrict Court of Appeals 
here has upheld the 1944 Vet­ 
eran s’ Preference Act which gives 
veterans more job security than 
non-veterans on governm ent jobs. 
As an exam ple of how the act 
works, if the staff in a federal 
office is to be cut down, the non­ 
veteran would be released before 
the veteran since the latter would 
have “ preference” on the job. 
The act was challenged by Thom­ 
as J. Hyland of Dayton, a civilian 
governm ent worker, and five oth­ 
ers 
in the 
same 
category. All 
worked 
at W right-Patterson Air 
Force Base near Dayton. 
U. S. District Court in Dayton 
upheld the act. The appellate court 
here affirm ed that decision, but 
without issuing a written opinion 
on why it so ruled. 
Dayton 
attorney 
William 
R. 
Coen, who acted in behalf of the 
plaintiffs, said Sunday night the 
appellate court 
ruling 
w i 11 be 
appealed to the U. S. Supreme 
Court as soon as possible. 
The appellate decision was sign­ 
ed by one of the three judges on 
the court — Marion S. Boyd of 
M emphis, Tenn. 
Coen said, “We are disappoint­ 
ed there was no written opinion 
from the judges because now we 
do not know why they upheld the 
decision. 
Besides Hyland, one of the other 
plaintiffs was Charles A. Ross of 
Dayton. During last w eek’s hear­ 
ing here, Coen told the court that 
Ross form erly was a civilian air­ 
craft 
sheet 
metal 
w orker 
em ­ 
ployed by the government in Man­ 
ila, the Philippines, and that he 
m aintained 
and 
repair 
com bat 
aircraft after Pearl Harbor. 
Coen said Ross was bombed and 
strafed by Japese planes; that he 
was ordered by a colonel in com­ 
m and to stay behind in Manila 
when the m ilitary evacuated; that 
he was taken prisoner by the Ja p ­ 


anese on Jan. 2, 1942, and held 
until M arch 1945, during which 
time he lost his hair and teeth 
and his weight dropped from 168 
to IOO pounds. 
After his liberation, 
Ross re ­ 
sumed his governm ent sheet metal 
job, at W right-Patterson. In Octo­ 
ber 1955 he lost his job as a re­ 
sult of a reduction in force which 
affected him because he did not 
have veteran’s preference, Coen 
said.

Muskegon Is Neat, Tidy, 
But Unemployment Is High 


Editor's Note—Muskegon, Mich. 
is a typical American small town, 
neat and tidy. But there is fear 
beneath the attractive exterior. It 
is a “depressed” area. Jobless­ 
ness has been high, due to hard 
times in the automobile industry, 
and a new blow was struck when 
a key industry decided to leave, 
taking 1,800 jobs. Nate Polowetz- 
ky, assistant general business edi­ 
tor of The Associated Press, who | 
is touring the 
depressed labor 
areas, tells of Muskegon’s trials 
and tribulation in the following 
article, last of a series of two.

MUSKEGON, Mich. (AP)—In a 
motel just near the boart of the 
city, 
a 
waitress 
stopped 
long 
enough to tell this story: 
“ My brother-in-law used to work 
for Continental 
Motors here — 
they make engines and things like 
that. Pe has been laid off since 
last July and he drew his last 
unemployment benefit check last 
week. 
“ His wife, my sister, was m ar­ 
ried before but her husband died. 
She 
gets 
his 
Social 
Security 
checks now. That's the only thing 
she and her husband and family 
a*-e living on. And there are six 
kids to support, besides bills and 
payments on their house • 
Muskegon is a tidy community 
of neat one family houses, with 
a fine library and art gallery, 
magnificent 
beaches 
on 
Lakes 
Muskegon and Michigan. 
It 
has 
a 
healthy, 
American 
small town look about it. with 


churches and synagogues side by 
side and a big park in the middle. 
But beneath its lovely exterior 
is heartbreak and despair result­ 
ing from long, heavy unemploy­ 
ment and the prospect of even 
more to come. Muskegon and its 
sister communities combine in a 
“depressed” area. 
The area is almost a classic 
example of a community’s ill for­ 
tunes resulting from dependence 
on a single industry—or two—for 
its economic well being. 
In Muskegon’s case, for many 
years, its men and women were 
dependent, 
generally 
speaking, 
on factories tightly connected with 
the automotive industry — foun 
dries, piston firms, etc. In addi­ 
tion, the Norge Division of Borg- 
Warner Corp., manufacturers of 
refrigerators and freezers, was a 
heavy employer. 
Up through the war years and 
after, 
Muskegon 
boomed. 
Then 
the decline set in as the sales of 
durable goods suffered and the 
car industry, now dispersed and 
automate and 
making its own 
accessories, called for fewer and 
fewer parts from the Muskegon 
plants. 
With the decline came deep hu­ 
man suffering. 
Energetic 
city 
leaders 
have 
been successful in attracting new’ 
industries here in an effort to di­ 
versify—chemicals, paper and pa­ 
per bag firms, the Brunswick Pin 
Setter factory, a small outboard 
motor firm, a small aircraft as­

Research Reveals Machines 


Can Be Better than Teachers 


RICHMOND. Ind. (AP) — Ma­ 
chines w’hich do the work of teach­ 
ers are being tested at Earlham 
College in research for the U.S. 
Department of Education. 
Results so far indicate: 
1. Some teaching jobs can be 
done better by machines. Pupils 
of the future may spend as much 
as 40 per cent of their school 
time pushing buttons. 
2. 
Where 
four or five class 
meetings a week are necessary 
under convention instruction, the 
tame amount of work can be ac­ 
complished in two classroom meet­ 
ings when machines are used. 
3. There will always be a place 
for good teachers. Someone has 
to prepare material to feed into 
the machines and do specialized 
work w i t h 
individual students 


which automation cannot do. 
“The machines don't have the 
flexibility of the teacher,” says 
Dr. John Barlow’, co-ordinator and 
research director of student self- 
instruction. 
“If you want to settle for teach­ 
ing more students cheaper, m a­ 
chines will do it. When quantity 
rather than quality is the aim ol 
instruction, 
we 
can 
produce 
a 
great deal more quantity.” 
Barlow sees the role of teaching 
machines as g u i d i n g students 
thought self instruction in basic 
skills. 
The machines are question-and- 
answer devices which the student 
operates by himself. Questions are 
so chosen, phrased and arranged 
that as the student reads them 
and responds, he acquires know­ 
ledge of the subject covered. 


But, as one county official ad­ 
mitted, “this has only been a drop 
in the bucket.” 
At the moment an estimated 7,- 
100 persons are unemployed in 
Muskegon County (including some 
2,000 women seeking jobs because 
their husbands are out of work). 
Many hundreds have exhausted 
The unemployment rate is a lit­ 
tle over 12 per cent compared 
with 
the 
nationwide 
figure 
of 
about seven. 
But the figures tell little of the 
human misery involved. 
Reported a county relief offi­ 
cial: 
“We are carry ing over 600 cases 
of direct relief, where the people 
involved have no income whatso­ 
ever. In fact, we have very few 
cases at all w’here we are sup­ 
plementing income. And we are 
taking on from 8 to 10 new cases 
a day. We have about IOO cases 
we haven’t been able to get to 
and most of these involve direct 
relief.” 
His figures showed that some 
8,345 persons were receiving sur­ 
plus food commodities wrhile an­ 
other 1,149 were eligible to do so.

jumped from 1.676 in December 
to 1,977 in January—and the num­ 
ber will increase greatly because 
of the recent disaster. 
The disaster was the news re­

Smith. Ark., eliminating some I,- 
800 jobs here, and costing the 
community an estimated $l0-mil- 
lion payroll annually besides mil­ 
lions more inngoods and services, 
property taxes, etc.

ors of Muskegon and Muskegon 
Heights, 
“ constitutes a tremen­ 
dous blow to the economy of this 
community. The loss of 1,800 jobs 
here will be reflected in real hu­ 
man suffering and misery.”

Study Offered 


LONDON (AP)—British motor 
ists are defying adoption of the 
American 
way of dealing with 
parking tickets — and with some 
success. 
The traffic jam has moved from 
London’s streets to the courts. 
Before last September, a Lon­ 
don policeman had to confront the 
motorist personally and write out 
a violation in his presence for 
overtime or illega parking. 
Some drivers would stay away 
from their cars and even take the 
subway home if the saw a bobby 
hovering near their parking spot. 
Under the new system, t8ckets 
for illegal parking ate attached to 
the car. 
Traffic 
wardens were 
hired to watch for violations and 
write out the tickets. 
The illegal parker can either 
pay his two-pound fine—$5.60—or 
go to court and fight the case 
Most driver* apparently decid­ 
ed to fight. 
Motorists now awaiting a mag­ 
istrates court hearing are estim 
ated in the thousands. The ward­ 
ens have been passing out 200 
tickets a week since September, 
but only 200 cases 
have been 
heard so far. 
In one case a summons written 
for illegal parking Oct. 19 has 
been set for hearing on March 20 
—an interval of five months.

Don K. Price, dean of the grad­ 
uate School of Public Administra­ 
tion at Harvard University, who 
was an organization adviser to 
former President Dwight D. Ei­ 
senhower; 
Sydney Stein Jr. of Chicago, in 
vestment counselor, who former­ 
ly was an official of the Budget 
Bureau dealing with management 
and organization matters. 
Neustadt also is adviser to the 
Senate subcommittee on national 
policy machinery, which has begn 
exploring methods of improving 
the government’s machinery* for 
making national security policy 
decisions. 
The two committees abolished 
by Kennedy were the President’s 
Advisory Committee on Govern­ 
ment Organization, set up by Ei­ 
senhower in 1953, and the Advi­ 
sory Committee on Management 
Improvement, set up by former 
President Harry S. Truman in 
1949. 
The four advisers will receive 
no salary but will he paid con 
sultant’s fees when serving.

Health Chiefs Urge Ohioans 
To Get Hep to Hepatitis 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP)—Ohio­ 
ans must get help to amysterious 
disease 
called 
hepatitis. 
State 
Health 
Department 
officials 
be 
lieve. 
In a memo to Ohio’s health com 
missioners, Dr. Ralph E. Dwork, 
the state health director, warned 
that infectious hepatitis is expect­ 
ed to be a major health problem 
this year. 
While they hope Ohioans will 
become more familiar with hepa­ 
titis, department officials admit 
that doctors themselves need to 
know a great deal more about the 
disease. 
It’s known that it s a contagious 
disease in one of its two forms, 
that it mainly attacks the liver, 
and that no man has ever seen 
the bugs (there are thought to be 
two, probably viruses) that cause 
it. 
A graph in the office of Dr. 
Winslow J. Bashe, chief of the 
Ohio 
Health 
Departm ent’s 
Divi­ 
sion of Communicable Diseases, 
shows dramatically how the num ­ 
ber of cases 
has 
increased 
in 
Ohio. It s a bar graph, and recent 
increases in reported cases stand 
out like skyscrapers in a city of 
shorter buildings. 
Only Carroll. Defiance, Knox, 
Mercer and Monroe counties have 
failed to report any cases in re ­ 
cent months. 
With some late reports still ex­ 
pected. the department was noti­ 
fied of 2,721 cases in 1960. That 
may not seem like many in a state 
with a population of more than 
9.7 million, but it’s well over twice 
the 1959 total of 1,063, over three 
times the 1958 total of 846 and 
over four times the 1957 total of 
599 reported cases. 
“ Of course there always are a 


number of eases that go untreat­ 
ed—and therefore undiagnosed — 
or are not reported for some other 
reason,” Bashe says. 
One type of hepatitis, known as 
” B” 
or 
“ Serum 
Hepatitis,” 
is 
transmitted 
by 
transfusions 
of 
blood or plasma, or by contam ­ 
inated hypodermic needles. 
Some persons became carriers 
of this type, and no one known to 
have had hepatitis is permitted to 
give blood for transfusions. 
But it is the other type, the in­ 
fectious hepatitis known as “ A” 
or “ IH,” that is responsible for 
community outbreaks, because it 
is usually passed along by person- 
to-person contact. For this reason. 
Ohio 
law 
requires isolation 
for 
seven days from onset of the dis­ 
ease. 
It is believed, hepatitis attacks 
only humans. After its onset theres 
little that doctors can do except 
order bed rest, isolation, abstin­ 
ence from alcohol, a protein and 
vitamin-rich diet and-occasionally 
in severe cases-cortisone . typo 
drugs. 
Early symptoms resemble those 
of a cold or influenza, but a sure 
sic* is greenish-yellow coloration 
of the skin, mucous membranes 
and white of the eye. Bile, back­ 
ing up from the liver, does the 
tinting. 
About three of every thousand 
victims die. But Health D epart­ 
ment officials say the length of 
time a victim is ill varies from a 
few weeks to a year or longer if 
the disease becomes chronic. 
A majority of Ohio's adults pro­ 
bably have had hepatitis at one 
time or other, the officials think, 
perhaps so mildly that the vic­ 
tims were unaware. 
A medical epidemiologists doc­ 
tor specializing in dealing with 


outbreaks of disease—on Dwork’a 
staff offers this advice: 
“ You don't have to worry about 
infectious hepatitus unless a doc­ 
tor confirms that someone with 
whom you have close personal con­ 
ta c ts m em ber of the family, for 
instance — definitely has the di­ 
sease. 
“ Then your doctor may be able 
to help with injections of gam m a 
globulin, a blood extract that has 
a n t i b o d i e s which are effec­ 
tive against the hepatitis bug wrhile 
its incubating. 
“ But gam m a globulin is scarce 
because it takes blood donations 
from many persons to prepare it. 
So the treatm ent is expensive 
w'hen you have to buy the gam m a 
globulin.” 
There's nothing new’ about the 
disease. A Greek physician wTOte 
about it 200 years before christ 
was born. It has turned up wher- 
ever 
men 
have 
congregated 
in 
armies throughout history, up to 
and including the Korean conflict. 
Dwork says school teachers can 
help 
greatly 
by 
watching 
for 
youngsters who have hepatitis and 
could spread it to classmates. 
Personal hygiene is the most 
important 
means 
of 
preventing 
spread 
of 
the 
disease, 
Dwork 
says, and—because the bug is p re ­ 
sent in tile stools of infected per­ 
sons—youngsters particularly must 
be urged to wash after going to 
bathroom. 
It’s believed that peaks in p re­ 
valance of hepatitis occur irregul- 
arly every 5 to IO years, hut Ohio 
has been keeping track of the di­ 
sease only since 1953. In stress­ 
ing personal cleanliness, the stat* 
health director sums up the prob­ 
lem this way: 
“ It takes only a 
momentary 
lapse to spread the illness.”

Said Success 


S E A T T LE , Wash. (A P )—An un­ 
usual tran sp lant of bone m arrow 
from one identical twin to another 
to com bat a rare disease w as re ­ 
ported a success today. 
U niversity Hospital, w here the 
tran sp lan t was m ade, 
said only 
two oth er such attem p ts are listed 
in m edical literature. N either was 
successful. 
T he patient is N ancy Lowry, 7, 
a 
d au g h te r 
of

Lowry. 
T acom a, 
Wash. 
She had a bone m arrow disease. 
N an cy ’s twin, B a rb a ra, u n d e r­ 
went 50 needle punctures of her 
low er legs and pelvic bones so 
doctors could w ithdraw about a 
tablespoon full of bone m arrow . 
T he m arrow , in a salt solution, 
was dropped gradually into N an ­ 
cy's bloodstream , as in a blood 
transfusion. Doctors say the m a r ­ 
row found its way to the bone 
spaces. 
N an cy had aplastic anem ia, in 
which the bone m arrow is unable 
to form norm al cells. 
The 
doctors 
say they 
do not 
know w hether the m arro w from 
the healthy twin replaced N ancy’s 
m arro w , or w hether it only func­ 
tioned long enough for N ancy to 
recover and her own bone m arrow 
to re s u m e its norm al function. 
It now has been several months 
since the transplant. 
“ As far as we can tell,” said 
a doctor who declined use of his 
nam e. “ N an cy’s bone m a rro w is 
w orking normally. We expect that 
it will continue to do so.”

Stuffed Fish 


Good for Lent 


By C E C IL Y BRO W N STO N E 
Associated Press Food Editor 
Want to enhance that fish? Stuff 
it! Several ways there are to do 
this deliciously for Lenten meals. 
A whole baked fish, filled with a 
well 
- seasoned bread 
dressing 
makes a great family or company 
dish. Impressive to look at, satis­ 
fying to eat. This you’ve probably 
tried. But have you ever stuffed 
fillets or steaks? Here’s a bread 
stuffing we like that may be used 
with either cut of fish. 
B R E A D ST U FFIN G FO R FISH 
^4 cup butter or margarine 
2 tablespoons finely diced onion 
1-3 cup finely diced celery 
2 tablespoons minced parsley 
3 cups soft bread crumbs (crusts 
removed) 
Vs teaspoon salt 
Vfe teaspoon pepper 
I to 2 tablespoons water 
In a medium - sized skillet cook 
onion in butter over low heat un­ 
til golden: 
add celery, 
parsley, 
bread crumbs, salt and pepper. 
Sprinkle in just e n o u g h water, 
tossing mixture as you do so, to 
hold together. Use as stuffing for 
fish fillets or steaks. 
For Steaks: Choose two large hali­ 
but steaks weighing about a pound 
apiece. P l a c e one of the steaks 
in a buttered shallow baking dish 
or ovenproof glass platter; 
the 
container should not be much larg­ 
er than the steak. Spread Bread 
Stuffing over the halibut steak; coy 
er with other steak. Brush with 
butter (melted) and sprinkle with 
paprika. Bake in a moderate (375 
degrees) oven 30 minutes or until 
fish looks opaque through when 
flaked with a fok. Serve f r o m 
baking 
dish, 
cutting 
vertically. 
Makes 3 large or 4 small servings. 
For Fillets: Choose 6 small fish 
fillets totaling a couple of pounds. 
Spread Bread Stuffing over each 
fillet; roll and place carefully in a 
shallow baking dish — ll by 8 by 2 
inches is a good size. Bake in mod­ 
erate (350 degrees) oven 30 minut­ 
es or u n t i l fish looks opaque 
through when flaked with a fork.

How W eather 
Looks Today 


COLUMBUS. 
Ohio 
(AP)—Offi­ 
cial Weather Bureau sum m ary of 
Ohio's Weather outlook: 
Bright sunshine and gentle south- j 
erly 
winds 
raised the tempera-i 
tures into the lower 50s in the 
southern part of the state Sunday 
At the same time, the tem pera­ 
ture climbed into the 40s over the 
central counties, while the north 
rem ained 
chilly, 
with 
tem pera­ 
tures ranging from 31 in Cleve­ 
land to 36 rn Toledo. 
Early 
t o d a y , 
tem peratures 
ranged from 25 in Youngstown to 
39 in Cincinnati. Columbus had 33, 
Mansfield 30 and Cleveland 32. 
The morning weather m ap show­ 
ed a low pressure area attended 
by warm and cold fronts moving 
toward Ohio by way of Illinois. 
The warm front is expected to 
move over the state attended by 
mild weather today, and the cold 
front will follow to bring slightly 
lower temperatures by Tuesday. 
Some scattered light rains are 
likely 
in 
the 
northern 
counties 
during the change this afternoon 
or evening, while the rest of the 
state will be generally dry'. 


COLUMBUS. Oh Kl (AP)—Every 
General Assembly seems to start 
with bright hopes for a short, pro­ 
ductive session. 
But within a few short weeks 
everyone appears to recall with 
some surprise that it takes time 
for the legislative pot to boil. 
That's about the point reached 
by the 104th legislature in six 
weeks under control of Republi­ 
cans who had not expected to win 
both Houses in the election last 
November. 
While Republicans wore organ­ 
izing and trying to draft a pro­ 
gram. Democrats who two years 
ago dominated the longest regular 
session in memory began to criti­ 
cize the pace 
The 1959 session 
adjourned finally on Aug. 14. 
A “do nothing legislature,” said 
Democratic State Chairman Wil­ 
liam L. Coleman. ‘ After six weeks 
of stalling, it now' appears that j 
the Republicans arc preparing to 
suddenly rush through a bill to 
extend jobless benefits, with crip­ 
pling amendments, which would 
head off more liberal legislation 
being considered by the U.S. Con­ 
gress.” 


Democrat Gov. Michael V. Iii 
Salle 
accused 
House 
Speaker I 
Roger Cloud, R - Logan, of parti­ 
san, dictatorial 
methods 
in de­ 
manding a state operating budget 
balanced against anticipated rev­ 
enues. The governor asserted obli­ 
gations to GOP campaign contri­ 
butors precluded action on press­ 
ing stale needs such as revision 
of Ohio’s utility rate - making 
formula. 
“ Let s quit the political maneu­ 
vering: lets get to work,” said 
Minority Leader Jam es A. Lantz. 
D - Fairfield, 
who was House 
speaker in 1959. 
Republican State Chairman Ray 
C. Bliss denied the party had di­ 
rect or indirect committments to 
any individual or group. Challeng­ 
ing DiSalle to offer evidence to 
the contrary. Bliss said: 
“ If the governor fails to present 
immediately and publicly specific 
evidence, then by his own accusa­ 
tions he is guilty of the lowest 
type 
of 
political 
demagoguery 
ft 


Cloud said he had been “ called 
some things before but never a 
dictator.” He said he consulted 
with at least two-thirds of House 
Republicans before demanding of 
DiSalle a state operating budget 
balanced against anticipated rev­ 
enues. 
Republicans have refused to in­ 
troduce 
an early appropriations 
measure that called for spending 
S150 million more than income ex­ 
pected to run the state and make 
capital improvements. Cloud said 
the proposed extra spending would 
require new taxes, something Re­ 
publicans 
are dead set against 
this year. 
Republicans 
recalled 
that 
the 
appropriation bill two years ago 
was offered in March and enacted 
June 30, the day before it became 
! operative. 


Cloud asserted his major con­ 
cern was the needs of the people 
of Ohio and that in the past he 
had been criticized for being too 
mild, rather than dictatorial. Di­ 
Salle expressed a somewhat sim­ 
ilar opinion of himself. The gover­ 
nor described his own approach 
to state needs as non partisan. 
Lantz and Rep. Robert Taft Jr., 
R-Hamilton, House majority lead­ 
er were asked during a huddle if 
they felt Cloud was dictatorial. 
Taft grinned and said he supposed 
he would be partisan and disagree 
with that description. Lantz said 
he would have a statement later 
but it made no reference to dic­ 
tatorship. 
So far this year, a total of 589 


bills have been introduced. Two 
years ago the total stood at 560 
in the comparable period. 
Republicans 
asserted 
that 
the 
major action during the 1959 pe­ 
riod was enactment of hills to in­ 
crease 
salaries 
of 
departm ent 
heads who would spend chunks 
of the third of a billion dollars in 
tax increases subsequently voted 
by that legislature. 
Senate Majority Leader C. Stan­ 
ley Mechem, R-Athens, summed 
up the situation thus: 
“ The measure of success of a 
legislative session is not in the 
number of bills passed, this ses­ 
sion will end before 
the 
103rd 
General Assembly did and we will 
spend less money.”

For Former Heart Patients

sang, laughed and played as any 
other group of small children. 
There were more than 200 of 
them Saturday at a St. Valentine's 
Day party at Hotel Carter. Off in 
a corner sat groups of proud par­ 
ents. 
The parents must have thought 
back to only a few years ago, re ­ 
calling the heartbreak they had 
endured 
watched 
these 
same 
children. 
For these youngsters—all und­ 
er 12—had one thing in common. 
All 
had 
successfully 
undergone 
surgery to remedy heart defects 
present 
since birth. 
Less than 15 years ago, doctors 
could give only medicine to re­ 
lieve their suffering—-and wait for 
the inevitable fatal end. 
Now an operation—open heart 
surgery with the use of a machine 
to take over the heart’s function 
during the operation—has changed 
all this. 
Many of the doctors who per­ 
formed the surgery were on hand 
to 
watch 
the 
children 
bounce 
around. Cleveland hospitals, pio­ 


neers in the operation technique, 
have nine heart surgery teams 
with a minimum of six in each 
team . The party was sponsored 
by the Cleveland Area Heart So­ 
ciety. 
“ My little 
boy 
couldn't 
even 
stand up by himself, but IO days 
after his operation you couldn’t 
keep him down in bed to recup­ 
era te.” said one proud father. 
Another 
mother 
added: 
“ My 
little girl was so listless to broke 
my heart. Today she’s as active 
as any kid on the block.” 
Sanford 
Curtis 
of 
Cleveland, 
whose son, Roger. 6, was oper­ 
ated on in May 1958, said. “ Thank 
God we live in this day and age.” 
Mrs. 
Ida 
Jones 
of 
Canton, 
watched her 3-year-old daughter, 
Pam ela Sue, running around in 
the games and said: 
“ She was 
tiny and tired and she never ran. 
Now she’s perfectly norm al and 
runs all the tim e.”

wonderful,” 
was an expression heard over and 
over. 
The children came from all over 
Ohio. One, Karl Fridd. 4. traveled 
over from Jackson. Mich.

LEBANON, Ohio (AP) — The 
date was Feb. 13, 1807. Thomas 
Jefferson was President. Congress 
was considering a bill to prohibit 
the importation of slaves into the 
United States. The big news, al­ 
though delayed, from abroad was 
the progress of Napoleon’s arm ies 
in Germany and in this country 
it was the Aaron Burr conspiracy. 
On that date the first edition of 
the Lebanon Western Star came 
off the press. 
Today, as the paper observes its 
154th birthday, it claims to he the 
oldest weekly newspaper west of 
the 
Appalachian 
mountains 
in 
continuous publication under the 
same name. 
John McLean, who had come to 
Ohio from New' Jersey in 1789, 
was the publisher of that first 
paper. Today, Clarence J. Brown 
is president and general manager; 
G. 
H. 
Townsley 
is editor 
and 
publisher and Warren C. (Bud) 
Nelson is managing editor. 
The first edition of the paper 
was a four-page affair, slightly 
sm aller than today’s tabloid news­ 
papers. The first issue now is in 
the archives of the American An­ 
tiquarian 
Society 
in 
Wooster, 
Mass., and a photographic copy 
of it is in the Western Star office. 
Much of the news in the first 
issue was clipped 
from eastern 
newspapers—it would be old stuff 
as far as present day operations 
are concerned. 
The belated report on the prog­ 
ress of the war in Europe told 
of Napoleon’s sweeping victories 
over the Prussians, his capture of 
Leipsic and his refusal to grant 
the 
Prussian 
king 
a 
six-weeks 
armistice. 
Another story told of Burr hav­ 
ing had 7,000 men in the previous

December for a planned attack on 
New Orleans. 
Some parts of the editorial in 
that first issue of the Western 
Star read almost as if they might 
fit the present day world. 
At 
one point, 
Editor McLean 
called on the people to support 
the government “ to guard against 
the designing views of aspiring 
despots, who seek their own ag­ 
grandizement, 
however 
prejudi­ 
cial to the public welfare. . .men 
above all other beings, delight to 
enslave and tram ple on their fel­ 
low creatures.” 
At 
another 
point, 
the 
editor 
wrote: 
"The Halcyon 
days 
of peace 
which we have so long enjoyed 
may soon he terminated; even at 
the present crisis, our situation 
bears a portentious aspect.” 
That was written in connection 
with the impressment of Ameri­ 
can seamen by England, a con­ 
dition that within five years would 
help lead to the War of 1812. 
The original Western Star said 
the subscription price would be 
$2.50 a year and it specified that 
“ Produce will be taken in pay­ 
ment, delivered at this office, at 
the market price.” 
And persons who read today’s 
newspapers 
and 
see 
a 
list 
of 
statistics 
marked 
“ m arriage 
Ii- i 
censes” might have to think twice 
to catch w'hat was meant in the 
original Western S tar’s “ Hymen­ 
eal court.” 
It was a list of weddings.
